New York, ,Tuly 12.— .V Wa.sbiiigtoa 
despatch to an evening paper say.s: 

"A shrewd Canadian scheme relating 
to the Alaskan boundary dispute has 
been exposed at the state department. 
The departnunt has received from Lon- 
don the precise variation which England 
desired to have made in Secretary Hay's 
provisional boundary line. The state de- 
parcment vcrllies the story that Canada 
insLsts on the inclusion of the l'orcui)ine 
district in Canadian territory. It also 
reveals these two things: 

"First, that Canada attnnpted to grab, 
by an apparently innocent request, one 
of the finest gold-bearing districts of the 
United States. 

"Second, that the proposed variation 
would give Canada the control of the 
upper part ot a river which flows vir- 
tually into the Lynn canal. 

"The state department looked over the 
British proposition carefully, -with the as- 
sistance of coast and geodetic experts, 
and rejected the whole proposition. 
Hence the deadlock, Avhieh is understood 
to mean the indefinite postponement of 
or practical breaking off of negotiations 
between England and the United States 
on the provisional boundary line. 

"Secretary Hay proposed a line near 
the siuamit of llie Chilkoot Pass, thence 
to a point on the Dalton trail near the 
Cbilkont Pass, and thence westward 
along the north bank of the Kleinie riv- 
er, leaving that river in American terri- 
tory and necessarily the village of Ivluck- 
wan, which is south of the Kleinie river. 
Lord Salisbury proposed two variations 
of that lino in rapid succession. Ho de- 
manded first that the Kluckwan be 
transferred to Canadian territory. That 
was rejected because it gave practically 
a water route to the sea. Then he pro. 
posed tlio variation the particulars of 
wliicli have arrived in detail at the state 
(leparlment, and which resulted in the 
suspension of negotiations. 

"Tlic Kleinie river runs nearly oast and 
west, emi)tying into Chilcat inlcf, which 
in turn empties into I^ynti canal. Kluck- 
wan is in the region where the Kleinie 
merges into Chilcat inlet. I;Ord Saliir- 
liury surrendered the claim to Ivlnck- 
_wun, but ])ropnscd tliat the Hay liiie, 
instead of running west from a point 
north of the river opposite Ivluclnvan, 
should run west ut a given angle with 
Secretary Hay's line. When the calcu- 
lations were made it was found that 
this variation would give Cniuida that 
portion, of t the Porcupine district which 
Includes Porcupine creek. ■ This crock 
empties into, the Kleinie river. The Por- 
cupine ftectioh is rich ih gold deposits, 
and tlie whole Porcupine district Is iu- 
hdbitod by Americans;.- 
, ?*yhe Salisbury Toriatlon would give 
to Canada control of the' navigation of 
the Porcupine creek, and also of the nav- 
igation of the -Kleinie river ddwn to' 
Kliiokwan. Had these points be^n un- 
wittingly ceded to Canada, it rwould li'ave 
br-en easy for Canada td Xdrce the "Dnited 
States government to granf'h'er free 
right of way to the Lynn canal ■by the 
Kleinie river." ' '-' 

Washington, .Tuly 12.— No advance has 
been made during the past few days to- 
wards the nrrangomont of a modus ri- 
veiidi lidni; temporarily the Alaska 
boundary line. ' 

Tt is now realized that owing to the 
failure of the governments of the United 
States and Great Britain to settle by di- 
rect negotiations the Alaska question, 
the joint high commission <.'oiild not pro- 
ceed with its work, even if it should 
meet. Steps must tliorefore he taken to 
vacate the order for its meeting.

During the closing stages of 
the trial he proposes writing two or throe 
powerful newspaper articles in his most 
vigorous style. "It is a significant 
fact," the novelist said to-day, "that 
nobody any longer is trying- to find 
proofs of Captuiu Droj-fus' innocence. 
J-hey seek only proofs of guilt." 

M. Zola intends much later on to 
write a book giving bis impressions of 
England. Although he is in much need 
of money, be now refuses to accept any 
of the brilliant offers he has received', 
especially from America, basing his re- 
fusal on the fe<!ling that he must keep 
quiet, and that he particularly must not 
write for the foreiga public until Cap- 
tain Dreyfus shall have been aciiuitted- 
He will do notliing to hurt that cause. 
He feels that he must still hold himself 
in reserve in case his help is needed.

Without 
discussing here the merits of the method 
of grading— which, hy the way, does not 
exist in Geriminy. and has been discard- 
ed g(Uierally in England and in many of 
tlie loading cities of the United Slates 
and Canada, as wrong in principle and 
unsatisfactory in results— 1 would sug- 
gest that the determination of "the 
method of grading city school^ is a mat- 
ter that might perhaps be safely l^ft by 
the department in the hands'of the local 
auUioriiies, as is done in other provinces 
of the Dominion. 

STATIONERY FEES. 

As you are aware, it is the custom for 
each teacher to-coll*ct from the pupils a 
fee for the purchase of a common stock 
of stationery for class-room use, during 
the term. After a thorough examina- 
tion of this practice, I am satisfied that 
its continuance is .desirable, but that it 
should be brouglif more directly under 
the recognition of the board. I respect- 
fully submit the. following as suitable 
regulations in the premises: 

1. Teachers are authorized to collect a 
stationery fee at the beginning of each 
term -from pupils who do not prefer to 
provide their own class-room stationery 
supplies; and-vith' the money so col- 
lected to purchnsa'sucU supplies for gen- 
cral'use. • 

2. Pupils who fail to pay the fee, or to 
provide themselvca -witli the necessary 
supplies, . shall ; be" suspended until the 
rofiuired provision, iix one form or an- 
other, is made. 

3. The fees so charged shall not aggro- 
gate in the school year more than 50 
cents per pupil in high and grammar 
classes; 35 cents in intermediate dosses, 
or 120 cents in primary classes. 

4. At the end ot each term, teachers 
shall report in d"tnil to tlie board upon 
tho money so collected and its expendi- 
ture, with receipts therefor. 

TUE IIIGU SCHOOL. 

In previous reports I have expressed 
my conviction that the eUlcieney of the 
High school is yery greatly impaired by 
the lack of suitable direction and recog- 
nition on the part of the council of pub- 
lic instruction. 

There is no authorized course of study 
doBhing tlie scope of the instruction to 
be given, limiting the choice of pupils 
in the selection of their studies, and le.'ul- 
ing ui) to an apiiropriati' leavin.g certifi- 
cate. The- conseipience is a multiplica- 
tion of classes to meet the diverse de- 
mands of the students that over-taxes 
the teaching resources of the school, and 
renders definiteness of aim and consist- 
ency of organization and Instruction im- 
possible. 

In particular, septirate chisscs must 
he formed for pupils qualifying for 
teachers' certificates, because the de- 
partment does not recognize its own ex- 
aniiimtions of the High school as of any 
service in determiuin.g the scholarship 
of candidates for such certificiites. In 
otlier provinces, as I have previouHly 
pointed out, the prescribed fligli school 
course aiMl the cxaiuinaf ions thereon 
constitute the scliolarsliip basis <m 
which teachers' certilicates are aw:ird(-d.

Tlic long debate ovep the estimates 
eovoriiig militiii supplies innj- iiot have 
elicited much of public interest. Possi- 
bly there is not yery much iuTolved in 
the matter with which the public is not 
already familiar. There has been some- 
thing very singular in connoctiou ivitli 

.. .VIr, Borden's contracts for supplies to 
. the. militia in the Yukon. We do not 

.. 'desire to be understood as suggesting 
that there has been any croolced Tvork. 

" Things may be wrongr and be very ill- 
advised without being dishonest. Never- 
theless the law and the practice of gov- 
ernmenta in Cimada surrounds public 
transactions with certain safeguards 
calculated to prevent political favoritism 
jit the public expense. The Colonist Is 
not so absurd as to object to a govern 
incnt giving preference to its friends, 
other thIiiBS being equal. It does not 
say that in every case public tenders 
must be invited for any service to be 
paid for out of the taxpayers' money 
Emergencies doubtless arise when it i: 
impossible to ask for public tenders 
But it is a very singular thing that ai 
every stage of these militia contract.'!, 
whether for transportation or supplies, 
there has been a complaint that the pub- 
lie were not being fairly treated, and the 
indications of political favoritism were 
very strong. Asi American company 
obtained the transportation contract last 
year, although Canadian companie 
were ready to bid for it, and large 
amounts of supplies were purchased in 
the East frem retailers, although there 
were wholesnlera on tlie Coast ready 
fill any orders. This year tlie tran.s- 
portation contract has been ordered 
a way that suggests favoritism. The 
scrappy reports of the discussion in par- 
liament which the telegraph brings do 
not give much idea of what was brought 
out. It is impossible to gather from 
the despatches what the reason was for 
the prolonged discussion, except ii 
very general way. As the session 
dragging out to an extreme length and 
every one must be anxious to get hemi 
it is unlikely that the opposition could 
have been bent upon more obstruction. 
The inference which any reasonable man 
would draw is that the government is 
keeping something back. In this matter 
as in sevcrnl others it will be necessar 
to await the fuller reports that wi 
come by mail before dealing witli the 
debate explicitly. In the meantime, we 
may repeat that there are ranny things 
concerning tlie militia contracts, an far 
as the supply of the Yukon post is con 
cerned, which the po<5pIe ot the Oiast 
cities would like to see ch.'ared up.

prominent citizena as possible to be in 
evidence at the principal hotels and 
nuike the acquaintance of members of 
the party and advise them where to go 
during Friday morning, assist in any 
way that is convenient to render thoir 
stay hgrcenblc hn.d; enable them to learn 
as much about the city as possible. 

We are not sure that the value of 
thc.so visits ■ from Eastern newspaper 
men is quite appreciated here. Every- 
body is willing III s|)t'nd a good deal of 
money, in advertising the city in one wn.v 



or another, but the value of such adver- 
tising as is obtained through the visit of 
representative newspaper men does not 
appear to bo fully undei-stood. We 
know that one reason for the apathy of 
the people on this subject is due to the 
fact that some press excursions which 
have come here have consisted pi-inci- 
pally of a number of more or less ami- 
able people having a cheap outing. The 
visitors came here, looked around 'and 
tvent home with a hazy sort of idea of 
what they have seen, and later on some- 
thing was printed to the effect that Vic- 
toria is a city on Queen Charlotte's 
Sound, very strongly fortilied, extremely 
old-fashioned and remarkable chictly for 
its Chinese quarter. , v Or we were de-j 
scribed as a moss-grown place consist- 
ing chiefly of a Hudson's Bay post and 
a barracks. These alleged descriptions 
are not literally as they have been 
printed, but they are not half as gro- 
tesque and inaccurate as some of them. 
This sort of thing has led some of our 
people to look with considerable indiffer- 
ence upon visiting newspaper associa- 
tions. Wo are very confident that bet- 
ter things can be expected of this party, 
not in the way of description, for we 
fancy not very numy of our visitors will 
feel under an obligation to write ac- 
counts of their trips for the papers they 
represent, but by giving a very inUueu- 
tial body of journalists some, sort of an 
idea of what Victoria is, where it is, and 
what part it is likely to play in the 
future of the Coast. Tlierefore we again 
suggest that if as many iHiople as pos- 
sible can devote a little time to-morrow 
to the entertainment of oar visitors it 
will be time/well spent. The Colonist 
would be glad to receive during to-day 
any suggestions as to matter which 
may be printed in to-niwrrow's paper for 
the iuformatiou of our visitors. AVe 
should be glad to furnish, each of thorn 
with a copy ok the Colonist containing 
as much information concerning Victoria 
and Vancouver Island as can be con- 
veniently printed without excluding the 
news of" the day and without having the 
apiKiarance of a write-up.

The people of Victoria will await with 
a great deal of interest any proposition 
from the C. P. N. Co., looking to the 
establishment of a better steamer service 
between this city and Vancouver. It 
is understood that the company will 
shortly present a proposition to the city 
council on the lines advocated by the Col- 
onist some weeks afo. if the proje^'t isj 
at all reasonable, there is almost a cor 
tainty that it will be adopted. A Vic- 
toria enterprise, the C. P. N. Co. has 
many, claims for favorable consideration 
at the hands of the people of this city. 
If we can secure a first-class steamer at 
a reasonable bonus, it would be a mis- 
take to decline the offer, and the infor- 
mation in the possession of the Colonist 
leads us to think that what will be asked 
will be exceedingly moilerate.

benefit of federal expenditure for this 
purpose. It is wdl to bear tills in 
mind, for there are many places in tliis 
province where wharves are likely to be 
needed at an curly day. 



ABOUT COKE, 

l*he Times on Tuesday reprinted 
article from the Taconia l^edger, 
which the following par'grnpli appeared: 
There is no suitable coke in British 
Columbia for the operation of an iron 
manufactory. The cost of shipping the 
coke to British Columbia would, of itself, 
be Inducement enough to bring the plant 
to the United States. 

As our contemporary did not contra- 
dict litis extraordinary statement, it is 
to bo taken as endorsing it. This was 
the view lield by quite a large number 
of i)eoide who siwke to the Colonist on 
the subject, most of whom thought the 
statement was attributable originally to 
the Times. 'J'h(> Times is not guilty of 
originating this slander .-igainst the prov- 
ince. Its culpability consists in its hav- 
ing given the misstatement circulation, 
and inferontinlly endorsing it. 

For the information of the Tim(!s, and 
every one else who is not aware of tin- 
facts, it may be mentioned tliat the Un- 
ion Collieries Company has :it Couiox one 
hundred and fifty ovens, capable of turn 
ing out one hundred and fifty 
tons of coke a day. This coke has 
been thoroughly tested. It has 
liiH'u used by the Trail smelter, 
and Superintendent Aldridge of that es- 
tablishment said of it: "We ar(.' glad 
to state that Comox coal is almo.st equal 
to Connellsville coke, and, indeed, there 
i.^ n<imo question in our minds «s to 
whether it is not as strong as the East- 
ern coke." Connellsville coke is reiuitcd 
to be the best in America. In further 
proof? of the quality of this coke, Super- 
intendent Butler ot the Everett smelter 
nniy be cited. lie has itested it and 
found it so mucli superior to I'uget 
Sound coke that he is willing to pay a 
higher ipriee for it. The Everett :ameltor 
is anxious t-o bo supplied from Comox, 
and the Union Collieries Company exiwct 
to begin shiinnenis next month to Ever- 
ett, where the coke will come in compe- 
tition -with the Paget Sound article, 
which is protected by ji duty calculated 
upon-na arbitrary value -fixed by the 
custotns offlcials at Port' Townsend. Un- 
der these circumstances, it -seems idle to 
object to the establishment of any indus- 
try using coke tliat a suitable article can- 
not, be made in/.Britisb Columbia. The 
Times hasisimply followed the Ledger in 
decrying the province. Doubtles.s the er- 
ror was made in ignorance, but it was an 
error, just the same, and ought to be at 
once corrected. 

Speaking of Texada Island iron ore, 
which the Ledger says is to be treated 
in Tacoma, it may be mentioned that 
coke can bo delivered in Texada from 
Comox jnore cheaply than at any other 
point on the Coast, owing to the short- 
ness of the distance. Tliere is also 
plenty of limestone on Texada for use 
flux. In short, we would suppose 
tliat. as far as natural advantages go. 
lliere can be no place better adapted for 



The Columbian accuses -tbe ■Colonist 
of trying to befog the public mind by 
misrepreKcnting the constitutional (lues- 
tions involved in the existing political 
crisis, and then goes on to state the 
case exactly as It was stated by the 
Colonist. We do not moan that our in- 
teresting contemporary uses exactly the 
Colonist's language, but it put.s the case 
in just "the same way. Again, the Co- 
lumbian asks: "^^'h:lt does the Colonist 
know about public opinion'?" and adds 
the exceedingly childish remark that 
"'the public opinion of the country is that 
the province is a great deal bigger than 
any man in it." Will our contemporary 
oblige us by explaining in plain iCnglish 
I what It means by .thisiexceedingly silly 
remark? The Colonist has the highest 
respect for an opponent -who has the 
inanlihess to sAF wliat lie menus, but it 
h;is nothing but contempt for the man 
or newspaper that deals in mean in- 
sinuations. The Colonist desires to add 
that its opportunities 'Of "gauging public 
opinion and its Independence, in giving 
expression to it are quite equal to those 
of any other paper in the province. 



The Mining Review thinks that the 
Premier can make or unmake cabinets 
as he -pleases. There are quite a num- 
ber of ■people who tbink this. They will 

tell you that Mr. Senilin can do just what 
be pleases with the -several portfolios. 
To a limited extent only is this true. 
He had a right to offer them to anyone 
he selected when asked to form a gov- 
ernment, sobject to the approval of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. He has a right 
to call upon any of his colleagues for 
his resignation, and to fill the vacancy 
thus created by the nomination of any 
person whom he may select, suibject also 
to the approval of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. It is not quite as clear as some 
peoide think just what effect a request 
by the I'remicr for the resignation of 
ii member of the cabinet has upon that 
member's legal tenure of office. In Lord 
Thnrlow's cusi' liuit ofllci;il refused to 
viicate liis ollicc and even insisted upon 
atteiuling council meetings after he luid 
been asked to resign, until he was tlis- 
missed by the King. There is no doubt 
as to what the invariable modern practice 
is, but the exact legal effect of such a 
demand and wh(>ther the phraseology of 
the British t!(dunibia. Constitution act 
alters the position^ in any degree cannot 
be stated with certainty. Those who 
are sure that. Mr. Martin has no war- 
rant for the attitude lie takes towards 
Mr. Semlin find that tlipy have liccn a 
little hasty in their conclusion. We 
speak now solely as to the ]nirely legal 
question involved. It may -be remoni- 
bercd that British Columbia differs from 
the British Empire and most of tbe Brit- 
ish colonies in having a r(Uislitntion Act 
dealing with l.lu.' nKUim-r oi: appointing 
and dismissing nn^mbers of the executive 
council.

The parti- 
san i)ress has deserted him as if li 
were a pestilence. I{ut the Mail and 
lOnipire lias stood by him through good 
report and evil report, and has sought 
to stir up interest in the sidendid cause 
of which he has Ix'en the enibodinient. 
Jlr. McMulleirs , reforms, as outlined 
before unhappy chance made him a f<d 
lower of Israid Tarte, were nunieron; 
and searching. We notice in Hansard 
(1805, page 3,2(;2) that he Jias on hi^ 
programme a proposal to reduc{! the 
salary of the Governor-General from 
.?-18,000 to .$,'15,000. This plank means a 
saving of .?13,000 annually, or, as Mr. 
McMulIon used to put it, in his rural 
orations, of 21,GC6 bushels of wheat at 
00 cents a bushel. It also appears that 
Mr. McMullon's policy includes the re- 
duction of the salaries of ministers 
from $7,000 to $4,000. Hero is really a 
splendid reform, giving us an economy 
of $39,000, or 05,000 bushels of wheat 
nil told. We ahvays liked Mr. Mc- 
Mullen's assault upon ministerial sal- 
aries. They were so enthusiastic, and 
schemed to strike more directly at the 
enemy ■ than did tTie honorable gentle- 1 
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man's attacks ui)oa the use of table imp- 
kins at Itidenu liiill. For his demand that 
members of pnrliaraout should not 
slide into comfortable sinecures, and 
for his other proposal that members 
and ministers ought not to fill up the 
public service with their relatives, 
then.' is more to be said now than at 
any previous time. We sympathize 
with the McMuUen doctrine that 
penditures must not be increased^ It 
was a rude shock to all when Mr. 
Tarte, after adding ten millions to the 
outlays, pronounced Mr. McMuUen 
"big fool" for Laving advocated a re- 
duction. This paper has resented Mr. 
Tarte's unmanly allusions to a .pa- 
triot who advocated reforms just so 
long as he was able to enforce 
them, and never ceased his labors in 
their buhiilf until the op|)ortunlty to 
carry lliem throiigli bad arisen. After 
all our generous nssistau(.'e, Mr. Mc- 
Mullea rises in parliament and shocks 
the Speaker, who ahvays looks after 
the courtesies of debate very atten- 
tively, by mixing up the Mail and Em- 
pire with his Satanic ^Injesty in a 
most dreadful manner. Some people 
would beconu' real angry -ivith Mr. 
Mcilullen for bis irignititude. But

Gregory and Jlr, E. Y. Bodwell, Q. C., 
for the defence. The case is in the 
nature of a- test one, the. defence Mug 
that' the seized 'skins are fully tanneti 
and tlierefore do not come under tlie 
prohibition in Qie act, which is only 
against the exportation of raw bkins- 
'lUie crown, on the other liand, contends 
that the skins are I'aw. 

There was a lot of expert testimony 
given, after the shliinu'iit of the skins 
had been proven, but eveu this dilTored. 
.Mr. Fanning, proviiiciiil curator, did not 
consider tbo skins tuinu'd, wliile Mr. 
I'eatt, an experienced tanner, was just 
as sure that they wore. To .show that 
tbe skins did not have to undergo any 
further treatment to be fully tanned, the 
defence bad one of llieir witnesses clean 
and dry one of them in court. 

Tlie following correspondence was 
read to show that Mr. Brash bad no 
criminal intent, ho having obtained legal 
advice and all tbe inforiiiatloii jnissible 
before making the shipment. The 
deputy attorney-general stated lliat after 
answering C<)1.

Taxation Is 

Increased. 



By-Law for Fixing the Rate 
Passes Without Amend* 



Protracted and Imiiorta nt 
Session of the 
Council. 



The city council at a special meeting 
yesterday, passed throngb the second 
' reading and committee Btnge the Taxa- 
. tioa by-law for the present year, ndvnnc- 
' ing the general rate 1 mill on tht dollar, 
and making the total levy 19 instead of 

* 18 mills. The increase -was. 'Warmly op- 
. posed by Aid. Hay ward, -wio did not so 

much object to taxation for the purpose 
■ ^ -of permanent improvements as to the 

• fact that the necessity had arisen, in his 
opinion, through injudicious expenditure 
in the earlier part of the year. 

The by-law went through its various 
stages, so far as the principle at stake 
-was concerned, by a division of 5 to 3 — 
the Mayor, with Aid. Stewart, Cameron, 
Macgregor and Brydon, voting "aye," 
and Aid. Hayward, Kinsman and 
Humphrey recording their names in the 
negative. 

It >vas explained by the Mayor that 
the increase was uecessilatod chielly by 
the enlarged demand for funds from the 
school hoard, a delicit of $13,750 having 
boon Uiereby created, His Worship also 
maiutaing that iu the event of th'j old 
Tate being retained, pfrmauent sidewalks 
and other iniproveuients conlemplateil in 
eertiiiii parts of the city would have to 
be nbandoaed for lack of funds. 

The contention was strongly put for 
ward by Md. Hayward tliat property- 
owners are uuiuh opposed to any in- 
crease in taxation; while the MAyor and 
certain other members of the board with 
equal vigor contended that the citizens 
are .ripe for improvement, and opposed 
to tlie city being allowed to stand still, 
or rather fall back, in the matter of ini 
provemeuts. 

Aid. Cameron und MacGrogor endeav 
ored, 'While tlie by-law was in coniuiit- 
tee, to further relieve improvements 
from taxation, but the step proposed did 
not commend itself to the council as a 
-whole, and the by-law was linally agreed 
to on the live-to-three division, in the 
precise form in which it was originally 
presented. 

In explaining their, position. Aid. Stew- 
art declared that the cheese-paring pol- 
icy had been too long pursued by Vic 
toria, with the Point Slice bridge dis- 
aster .as an illustmtion of its ultimate 
cost, while the Mayor put hhnsolf on 
xecord as convinced that, the rate-payers 
•would not object to the increased taxa- 
tion for necessary and definite Improve- 
ments. 

Only one amendment was proposed for- 
mally while the/byrlaw was before com- 
' mittee, this being jjroposed by Aid. Mac- 
GreRor, and finding a seconder in Aid. 
Hajfwnrd — to the effect that the taxa- 
tion' of improvements should be based up- 
on one-third instead of one-half the ac- 
•tual values. 

Thia was defeate<l by the fivo-to-three 
iVote . prevailing during the consideration 
of the question. 

The by-law was eventually reported 
complete without .amendment, and pass- 
ed its adoption of /report and third read- 
ing — each by tlie same Dve-to-thrce di- 
vision being recorded by request. 

The' Fire Prevention Amendment by- 
law, -which is directed chielly towards 
<lofining responsibiJity for tlir iilogal phic- 
ing of snioke-stiicks or metal stove-jiipes 
in too close proximity to wooden parti- 
tions, passed its second reading unop- 
posed. 

The amendment contemplates meeting 
the dilllculty that has arisen iu police 
court practice by placing the onus of re- 
«ponsibiIity upon -"owner or occupant," 
instead of as at iprosent against the 
property, which is not liable to arrest, 
line, imprisonment, or other punish- 
ment. 

Tlie council in coniniitl<> hiive struck 
out the application of the by-law in this 
ri';;aril to hot-air pipes, adjndfiiii;,' tlium 
not to be a source of daiif^er; and an 
additional section has been proposcil by 
the chairman of the lire wariU-ns, Aid. 
'Stewart, forbidding the crossing nf any 
'Jiue of hose laid by the fire department. ' 

At present the by-law in this regard 
forbids such action when it is "so as to 
injure" the hose. JIany have sheltered 
themselves behind tlie words of 'excep- 
tion, .and it is therefore found necessary 
.to set them aside. 

A progress report has been taken upon 
tthe by-law, in order that other desirable 
-amendments may be presented in sys- 
tematic form through the city solictitor, 
and :the;by-law for the carrying into ef- 
*ect Mr. 'Henry Croft's reclamation 
sdheme-stonds in the same position of iii- 
«ompIetenc88. The only opposition de- 
veloping! toward this latter measure last 
evening was from Aid. Brydon, who 
maintained that inasmuch as 1h(! city 
solicitor had contemplated the possibility 
of the city being obliged to go to the 
Jegi«lacnre for sanction of (be agreemeiil 
contemplated, there was no nse in flic 
council proceeding further in the prc- 
mise!5. 

During the rrt'grcss of the meeting the 
Mayor presented a proposition received 
from Mr. B. It. Seabrook of the Albion 
Iron Works, looking to the purchase of 
Kojne 1.225 feet of 24-inch pipe which has 
been held by the corporation for the past 
nine years, at a considerable deteriora- 
tion of -^-aluo. His Worsliip declined to 
give the specific offer made by Mr. Soa- 
ftrool; unless the representatives of the 
three local papcr.-i withdrew, and this be- 
uiK rtoue, the aldermen -were made ao- 
quaiiiied with the facts of the proposi- 
tion, and on a vote being taken, It vrns 
declined.

NEW DISTBIOP fflBB STATION. 

The Hall on Upper Yates Street Acoept- 
«d Prom the Contractor^A- 
Brief Description, 

In a few days the new Are hull at the 
corner of Yates and Comosan streets will 
be occupied by two permanent flremen, 
equipped with a combination chemical en- 
glue and hose wagon and two horses, afford- 
ing the protectioa from Are so long sought 
for by residents la the locality east of Cook 
street. 

The building is of brlek. two storlei-; In 
height, aud Is a moderu Are hall Iu every 
respect. A tower surmounts the southeast 
corner of the structure, from wUch the 
oldest bbll In the proivlnce will sound alarms 
of Are. 

The double doors will open on 'i'ates 
street, and the horses will stand on cither 
Bide of the apparatus. The twenty windows 
Uirou^-liout the hail afford light during the 
day, while electricity will be used for light- 
ing purposes at night. 

The upper story will lie used for sleeping 
aiiartinents, with a bath room adjoining. 
The roof is covered with slate, aud a bal- 
cony extends over the front doors. 

Stanillng ten feet from the Hue of side- 
walk, and occupying a prominent location 
on the hill. It is eipected that quick time 
will be made In every direction. 

The combined chemical engine aud hose 
wagon will comprise a small lire department 
in Itself. The one large copper tank will 
carry sixty gallons of fluid, with two hund- 
red feet of small rubber hose attached. 

In the bed of the ■wagon win be stored 
seven hundred feet of stand»rd lire hose, 
while on the sides two ladders will be car 
rled, with axes, crowbars and a device In- 
troduced by the chief for stretching hose, 
either from a Are to the hydrant or from 
the hydrant in any direction, thereby saving 
time— one of the principle factors at fires. 

The sliding pble, swinging harness, Game- 
well electric gong and Indicator, with a tele 
phone, win be Installed at once. 

Architect T. G. Sorby furnished the plans 
and spcelllc-atloiis for the building, which 
was construetcd by George Snider, under 
the supervision of Building Inspector W. W 
Nortiicott. 

The BubBtantlal structure Is a credit to all 
parties concerned In Its erection, and with 
the men and equipment should prove a valu- 
able safeBuard to property In the neighbor- 
hood. It will be known as No. 2 Are hall. 

Two native sons. Firemen T. H. Hodges 
and George B. Moss, will be stationed In the 
new hall. The name selected for the com- 
bination chemical and hose wagon is the 
P. O. MacGregor.

POISONED CANDY CASK. 

San Francisco Police Now Think There 
Was an Intent to Kill. 

Further .-speculation as'to tbc facts In the 
Rupposed candy poisoning case in which 
.Tohn n. Rathoni, once of this city. Is Inter- 
ested, Is contained In the San Francisco 
papers latest to hand. Ohlef ot Police lices 
has abandoned bis first theory that there 
was no Intention that the poisoned candles 
should be eaten, and Is now convlnct-d that 
the glnccd cherries contained arsenic when 
tlicy were eaten by Mrs. Blslo Schelb and 
-Miss Campbell. The Chief's present theory 
Is that the -address pasted on the basket Is 
written on a piece of notcpaper, not on an 
uvelope, as contended by othcrp who have 
xamlncd It. Mrs. Rathom, who admits 
that It is 'in her handwriting,, says she re- 
members the exact date and circumstances 
urroundlng the writing, and that It was 
an cnvelujio which she borrowwi. 

ILatbom says that several experts examin- 
ed the wrapper at his request and they all 
declared the writing was on an envelope. 
This was done before Chief Lees knew any- 
thing about the case. 

Up to the present the detectives have not 
secured a single clew that will a.sslst In 
discovering who si'iit the package througli 
the malls. It has been hinteil that the en- 
clojie bearing Miss Cainpbell'H name was 
pasted on the wrapper after the package 
left the Schelb residence. 

The original theory of Chief of Police 
I.,oes and one with which he at the time ex- 
pressed entire satisfaction, that the candled 
herptes When they were delivered through 
the malls to Ulss Campbell did not contain 
arsenic at the time of their delivery, and 
that Mrs. ^le .Schelb and 'Miss Campbell 
wore not poilsoned from eating the fruit, but 
only pretended poison by drinking a solu- 
tion of mustard In hot water. Is pronounced 
by Dr. J. C. Stinson as ridiculous, 

Dr. Stinson was the first physician called 
to attend Mrs, Kclielb, Kli,,- 8tate<l to him 
ihat she and Mls.s Cumpbcll bad eaten 
i]f tlie fruit on tlii> previous night, and 
(be bclli'Vi-d tliey were both polKoned. Willi 
tills larormatinn he say.s hi) (lliigiioncd the 
(-ase with consl^lornble care, anil found all 
llic syiuptoniH indicative of tlie pri'sciiee 
of arsenle. Had the pal lent; died the says 
he would liave deellucd to sign a certlAcute 
of death, and would have reported the. case 
IQ the coroner as one of arsenical poison- 
ing. 

Mrs. John B. Rathom,' who has heretofore 
declined to make a pnbllfr.stntement In con 
ncctlon with the «ase, gave the Kxa miner 
an Interview. She states for publication 
that there is no doubt that the addresH on 
the package was from an envelope which 
she had sent oa a certain occasion to Mlwi 
Cnniphcll. It was not a letter which had 
passed through the post offlee, but was a 
note which was written on borrowed stn- 
tlonory and sent to the hotiso, 010 ICllls 
street, by messenger. 

The piillce will now work on the theory 
that till- ennily was Intended to kill Miss 
Cainiibell, and will look for the motive of 
the person who might have seat It.

CLINTON. 

Clinton, July 10.— If being discharged 
from olUce for incompetency applied to 
heads of government departments who 
are responsible to the people, theii' 
would be a vacancy right away. There 
is now not a magistrate or .1. P. on thi; 
IKjpulated east side of the Fraser from 
Lillooet to Soda Creek, a distance of IHO 
miles, or one on the Cariboo wagon road 
from Asheroft up for 100 miles, so far 
as known. 

A man was arrested iit Clinton for 
some offence, and tliere l)eing no .1. 1'. 
to hear the case, the ollicial in charge 
wired the authorities at -Victoria, asking 
what to do. The answer came back, 
" Let him go " — and he got. 

When the present government in 
their all-wise way ruled out the ohl jus- 
tices of the peace, they did a very un- 
wise act, as i>cople do not care to expose 
themselves to whims and tempers of the 
quarrelsome Attorney-General. .Amongst 
tlioae who declined his most favored ap- 
pointment in the Clinton district are 
Messrs. Saul, Sanson, Stoddart, Derby. 
Gallagher and Bowe. 

I.s it revenge? The people at Big 
Bar, on the Fraser river, appear to 
have not voted straight at last election, 
•for shortly after they weri; de[)rived of 
their time-honored ferry subsidy by the 
government. There is now no way of 
crossing the Fraser river nearer than 
Churn creek, 20 miles .above, at the 
ferry, or 15 miles below, at Lillooet 
bridge. Yet this did not satisfy the 
mischief-makers. The mail route was 
changed a week ago. The mail has been 
carried over the Dog Creek route for 
inaiiv veaiH, and has been a great con- 
venience to about 50 settlers, some of 
whom have families. It is now ordered 
to go by the 57-mile route to Canoe 
Creek, the connection being made lo 
mUcs from Clinton at an Indnm 
womun's cabin with the tabooed Big Bar 
whore mails will be carried down 1() 
miles on a trail. On the new route 
there is not one settler exctept those who 
stay to cut some small wild hay mead- 
ows. On the other old route are the 
settlements of Big Bar and neighbor- 
hood, which generally load a light ex- 
press wagon weekly with mail, etc. 

No pla(;e in British Columbia feels the 
folly of the alien act more than people 
living on the great arterial roads. 
Since it lias been passed travel has de- 
creascJ almost eutirelx; money has 
never been known to be so scarce, stages 
are running light, and cnteninso is 
stopped. Tliore is a Mr Praine and 
family here who spent ?(00 last year 
prospecting; ho did not know of the 
alieiv act till he fairly got into British 
Columbia. He now has stopped thirty 
miners coming in from Oregon and re- 
turns to the States with his belongings. 

The license act has been a source of 
annoyance all through Uie country. It 
18 considered to be a nsoles-s mcddli'Mr 
with an old act that worked well. One 
applicant has ridden to and fro .W- 
milcs, and not got it yet; in fact no one 
at Clinton division has. No provision 
was made in the act for grocers to sell 
wines, etc., by the bottle, and all the 
old licenROH wore refused, much to the 
government's loss. It is rumored that 
a firm in the upper country who have 
been in business before the gold rush, 
are to have a czar law, and allowed to 
soil, contrary to lawa proTided.

THE RETAIL MABKETS. 

Oats Are High But the Bran Market Is 
a LitUe Weak. 

Until the new crop is harvested ojits 
promise to be expensive. They are now 
sidling at from ^;;iS to .f-tO per ton, and 
there appears to be a very lii -.ited stock 
on hand, which indicates that quotations 
for them are still within bounds. Bran 
has not so ^od a market, and is even 
selling for a triSe less than it brought 
last week. Potatoes are scarce and are 
bringing 4i4 cents a pound for a rather 
poor (luality. High i^rices throughout 
the year are also threatened, the incom- 
ing crop being considerably shorter than 
that of last' year, .^and the supply iTrom 
California an altogether unsatisfactorj- 
one. In the fruit market, strawberries 
are disappearing and' raspberries ar(! 
rapidly taking their place. Pears have 
been introduced, and as yet a very small 
(luantity of plums have been otCcrcd.

Mr. Cianllaer of Kingston, that "vague 
us the charges were," they would hav 
be liKinlred into most thoroughly, for the 
honor of the Dominion was Involved, and It 
was necessary to prove to the world that 
we are honest as well as progressive. Mr. 
sifton hliuBcif, a few weeks since?,', appear- 
ed to court Inquiry. "I challenge the mem' 
ber for PIctou or an> other man In this 
house," he said, "to lay upon the table the 
charges ho has to make, and declare his 
ability to substantiate them by evidence, 
and he will get his investigation, and I will 
be able to convince the honorable gentle- 
man who makes that cburf,'e Ibut discretion 
on his part would have boon the better 
part of valor." It waw disappointing In th' 
e.\;troine when the government changed Us 
ground, not alone because of the altered 
Ifosltlon, but because of the weak objections 
that were entered against a Judicial Inquiry. 
Kir Wilfrid Laurler fell back upon the con- 
stitution, of whl('h he Is not always a de- 
fouder, while Mr. Slftou varied the form 
of hia challenge. "My challenge," he said, 
last Thursday, "was as to cnarges of per- 
sonal corruption agalnsi members of the 
government, The honorable memher for 
Ftetou has not shown that any member of 
the government has been corrupt or dis- 
honest; therefore wo cannot grant a royal 
commission to Investigate the charges."

Looking at the case from a ministerial 
point of view, one would bo Inclined to say 
that, assuming that there was nothing to 
conceal, the best course for the. government 
to i)ursue was to take Sir Hibbert Topper 
nt his word, to glvq the Investigation for 
which he asked, and to cover him with 
confusion by producing "a report later on 
showla;; that there had been no boodlliig to 
hide. Failure to adoi)t this line of poll 
was a li.'id move, l)()lnlln^' to the conclusion 
that there was something l)ebln<l It. 
situation still more deplorable has been pro- 
dui'iMl by till' ndnlster tbrongh his treat- 
ment of' that feature of thi' case In which 
he was personally coneermMl. Ills former 
partner, Mr. Phlli), jiolnted to Mr. Slftou 
as Interested in a gold-dredging lease which 
had been granted to Mr. Phllp himself. 
The minister replied that no lease was ever 
been granted to Mr. Pbilp, and that be held 
the report before him snowing that Mr, 
Phllp hna not received a concession. ■JTct 
the very report which Mr. Slfton held up 
in parliament declares not merely that Mr.

The mystery of the origin" of the lire 
is still unsolved. J. .T. FUumigan, the 
niglitwatcliman employe<l upon both 
stcamei-M. had visited the engine mom 
of the Xahleen at iibont 2:15- lie had 
then spent some tiim; in cleaning and 
gcneriilly tidying this part of the vessel, 
and when he- left it everything was safe 
and secure. Not; minutes later he 
detected a smell of smoke and the soiiiid 
of lire, and starting Id investigate Avns 
met by a sweeping Hood of llauie from 
the direction of the engine room. There 
li!id been no lire there since the sleiuner 
was laid up last fall, and an explanation 
is iiui>ossibic. 

Twice the watchman onileavmeil to 
reach the seat of the fire, but inelTeetu- 
ally. Ho then devoted himself to an 
endeavor to rescue movables, in wliieh 
task he was ougaged when the alarm 
was sounded. 

The fire departidenb under Chief 
Deasy, although the blaze was entirely 
beyond theif jurisdiction, were on the 
scene promptly, and did all in their 
power, despite a combination of circum- 
stances against them. - In the first place, 
the railway bridge being swung, it was 
necessary to make the long detour by 
way of the Kock Bay and Point Ellice 
bridges. Then it was found that the 
nearest hydrant was half a milo away; 
that the chemical was uselos,s, save to 
protect; and that the low stage of the 
tide made it impossible to draw out the 
lx)uise, which at that time might po.s- 
yibly have boon saved. All that could 
be done was to prevent noighbori:ig 
property from igniting, and in this signal 
success was achieved. 

.\s a spectacular attraction the fire 
was inconipurahle. The frame work of 
the Nahleen when the fire was at its 
height showed every line of body and 
housework in a glow of rose rod, behind 
which the flames .shone in a solid sheet 
of yellow-white, giving tho cfl'cct of a 
pyrotechnic set-piece with all its acces- 
sories with the e.\cc|)tion of riK'kelH. As 
the stcanuu- Imrned silently to the edge 
of its muddy resting place, a general 
disiiosition was manifestcHl to kei'|) clear 
of th(^ immense boiler, which it wiis 
feared on contact with tho water would 
produce a disastrous explosion. This 
did not occur, however, and attention 
was soon (.'oncentrated upon the Louise. 
This steamer, older and more watiT- 
soaked, held together longer and pre- 
sented a truly magniticent spectacle 
with the varying lights of lire, night and 
early morning merging at the coming 
of the diiwn. 

The Nahleen had been made altogether 
ri'ady for her voyage to the Yukon, 
where sh(? was intended for servict; be- 
tween Dawson and the "White Horse. 
Indeed .'?li,r>t)ll had just . been oxi)euded in 
streiiglhening and improving her. and 
she was when destroyed as line a stern- 
wheeler as any in the Northwist. 'I'hi' 
cari)entry work hail b(!en eompleteil 
Tuesday night, and the .Mliion Iron 
Works Conii)any were under contract to 
complete their overhauling of her 
machinery last evening, so that she 
might sail, in convoy of the Amur, to- 
day. (3apt. Ferry had been retaine<l to 
deliver her up at St. Michael, and Capt. 
LeBlanc was to take charge for the 
season, operating between Dawson and 
the White Jlorso rapids. 

Tho steauu^r was not yet one year old, 
having bivn built in July of last year 
at New Westminster, with Mr. Stevens 
of this <rity ns the conti'actOr. for tho 
woodwork, and tho Brltisli Columbia 
Iron Works Company supplying tlie 
machinery. She was of 35G tons regis- 
ter, 143 feet in length over all, with HO- 
foot beam and ougined for a spee<l of 1(5 
knots. Her cost to tho Klondike Min- 
ing, Trading & Transportation Corpora- 
lion was !j;35.000, exclusive of the money 
just expended in her refitting and fur- 
nishing. 

Her electric plant was a model in 
every way, including steering gear, light- 
ing, an incomparable searchlight and a 
very powerful capstan. She had tt draft 
of 20 inches light and 2.6 feet with n 
200-tons dead weight eargo, while her 
llrst-class passenger accommodation 
was for 100 persons. It is understood 
that the insurance will approximate 
$20,000, a $5,009 policy having lapsed 
tlic very day previous to her destruc- 
tion. 

Tlie Louise was a much older vessel, 
at one time in service on the Fraser 
vivor, and purchased by the o^vnlng com- 
jiany last summer for sor\dce on the 
Stikine at a cost of .ST.OOO. to which per- 
haps ,fl.(l()l) had since been added in 
alterations and improvonumts. She was 
of American build, and also partially iii- 
su rod. 

As the cliief mission of the Amur on 
her voyage Nortli was to convoj- the 
Nnhloen to the river mouth, it is quite 
possible that her intended trip to St. 
Michael and Cape Nome may now he 
<'ancelled. This matter ia, however, ns 
yet under emisidnration. 

Humor had it yesterday that the stern- 
wheel steamer Olive May had been nc- 
iiuireii by the Bennett Lake & Klondike 
('omiiany to take tin; i)laee of tlie Nah- 
leen, while the S. S, Tiailey Imd i);issed 
into tlie ownership of the Camidian i)e- 
Telopnicnt! Company. Ooutirniation is, 
liowevcrl not yet obtainable.
